| Silver Going Up.

| Wassreron, July 22.—‘‘ The price, 
| 5054d an ounce, quoted in London yes- 
_terday for bar silver, while unprece- 
| dented, perhaps,’’ said Director of the 
| Mint Leech, this afternoon, “‘ is largely 
| due to speculation in silver. Of course, 
| the primary cause is the passage of the 
Silver bill. You will observe, if you 
_bave watched the stock market, that 
silver is doing some very lively upward 
sprinting in the United States just at 
present, although to-day it has dropped 
a point. 

‘Certain persons in New York have 
for some time been engaged in getting 
a corner on silver, pending the passage 
of the silver bill. The New York City 
Western National Bank has alone 
stowed away in its vaults in the neigh- 
borhood of $7,000,000 ounces, while 
upward of 2,000,000 ounces are in the 
hands of others in that city. The 
law goes into effect September 13th 
next. It will be impossible to tell 
with anything like accuracy what will 
be the market price for silver until 


that date arrives, and for one month 
thereafter. It may bave a still higher 
tendency, inasmuvh as we are com- 
pelled to buy 4,509,000 ounces a month, 
and it may be several points lower 
than it is to-day. But, whatever is 
the market price, that the Secretary of 
the Treasury is bound to pay. ‘‘ We 
have only to-day received the Silver 
bill officially from Congress, and are 
now engaged in studying its pro- 
visions.”’
